CHICAGO, March 3.—(AP)—The 
belief that primitive or non<ivi- 
lized women had babies with 
greater ease and less pain than do 
modern women is a myth, two 
Boston physicians said today. 

There is “absolutely no basis for 
this notion,” they clatmed in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. The report was by Drs. 
Duncan E. Reid and Mandel E 
Cohen of Harvard medical school. 

They took issue with various 
claims of advocates of “natural” 
childbirth — where the mother is 
given little or no pain‘killing drugs. 
RESULTS OF STUDY 


The doctors said their study 
showed: 

1. There is no scientific evidence 
that pain during labor is good for 
women or that natural childbirth 
is psychologically desirable for 
most women, 

2. There is no evidence that labor 
is not naturally painful and that 
pain really is induced by fear. 

3. There is no reason to state 
that a baby's psychological future 
is bettered or endangered by either 
breast or bottle feeding.

Indian Days Recalled 


In Historical Markings 


By ARTHUR ETTER 
Bulletin Staff Writer 

Indians on the warpath don't 
present any great hazard to Ed- 
monton home-builders—today. 

But up to the year 1874, when 
the Royal North West Mounted 
Police arrived, Indians were suf- 
ficient menace to prevent any 
homes being bullt by individuals. 
Presence of the police gave bulld- 
ers confidence to go ahead, 

The following year, John 
Walter built a house on the south 
side of the Saskatchewan river, 
opposite Fort Edmonton, which 
the city’s archives committee 
plans to mark with a bronze 
plaque as one of the first homes 
in the city. 

It was used as a stopping place 
for travellers arriving at the river 
in darkness. They waited there 
for morning light to cross the 
river to the fort, 


When the telegraph line 
reached Edmonton from Battle- 
ford, capital of North West Ter- 
ritories, the instrument was in- 
stalled in the house. It also 
housed the first telegraph to Hay 
Lake, 

Other historic sites fo be 
marked with plaques include two 
trees, the Garneau tree, and the 
Hardisty tree, and the city’s first 
bakery. 

The Garneau tree, in the lane 


behind Dr. H. Mewburn's resi- 
dence at 11108-90 avenue, was 
planted in front of Lawrence 


Garneau’s early homestead. 

University avenue's northwest- 
erly direction, paralleling the 
river, reflects the layout of orig- 
inal homesteads used as Mr. Gar- 
neau's 

Lots were laid out in the early 
French style, long narrow strips 
of land running back from the 


river. When the city was laid out, 
University avenue followed the 
Original survey of 1881, parallel 
with the south end of the home- 
stead lot line, 

The Hardisty tree, near the 
Civil Service tennis court on the 
Legislative Buildings grounds, is 
the only survivor of the row of 
Manitoba maples planted when a 
large dwelling was built just out- 
side old Fort Edmonton, The rest 
were dug up when construction 
of the Legislative Buildings be- 
gan. 

Edmonton's first bakery, in the 
Lauder house which stands at 
101A avenue and 98 street, sup- 
plied bread by the hundreds of 
loaves during the Rie! Rebellion 
The building is now occupied by 
a@ laundry.

—tThe International Court of Justice ruled 12 to two 
today that the United Nations General Assembly 
cannot admit states to UN membership without a 
recommendation from the Security Council. 

In effect the ruling upholds a veto on member- 
ships by the Big Five powers represented on the 
council—Russia, Britain, France, China and the 
United States. 

The advisory opinion was asked by the General 
Assembly after repeated Soviet vetoes in Security 
Council prevented numerous prospective UN mem- 
bers, including Italy, from obtaining membership. 


The dissenting votes were cast by the judges of 
Chile and Brazil. 

The court ruling upheld the position of Rus- 
sia. It has maintained that the Security Council must 
agree on al] memberships.

Kite-Flying Custom | 
Famous In Far East 


In the spring most boys get some 
thin pieces of wood, strong tissue 
paper and yards of string to make 
themselves a kite. They are all 
made alike by boys in Canada and 
usually consist of a flat kite with 
@ long tail. 

But in places like China, Japan 
and Polynesia people make kites 
that would gladden the heart of any 
youngster. There it is an adult sport 
which has developed to the point 
where it is almost a science. With 
some races it has a very religious 
meaning and is used in their cult 
ceremonies. 

For example, the Mangaian kite 
has bunches of leaves attached to 
the tail, with the number of leaves 
equal to the stars in certain con: 
stellations. These Polynesian kites 
are over five feet long and cover- 
ed with bark cloth stained with 
dyes made from herbs, The ancient 
kites of Tahiti were far longer and 
took four men to hold them when 
they were launched. 

DIFFERENT SHAPES 

They were shaped in various 
ways—the Polynesians usually had 
theirs built like large ovals and 


diamonds, while in Tahiti they 
were shaped like birds, fishes and 
even men. 


The kites made in Tahiti today 
are often six feet long, with tails 
100 feet long. lt is a ritual in some 
of the South Sea Islands to chant 
their religious songs while the kite 
tises into the air. 

But not all kites are used for

demons, suggesting some of their 
religious beliefs. 
POPULAR IN CHINA 

Kite-dlying is very com.aon 
throughout China, both among the 
old and young. The peasants some-| 
times keep kiles flying permanent- 
ly over their houses in the belief 
that they will scare away evil 
spirits. Probabiy the custom of fly- 
ing kites had its origin in China; 
or Japan. Historians have »roven 
that kites were used by armies in 
Japan over 600 years ago, which 
were built so large that a man 
could sit in them like a chair. 

The next time you decide to build 
a kite for the spring, just 1emem- 
ber that there are many different 
designs to choose from, aod any 
book in the library can give you 
designs.
